2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 1-8 and 17 have been carefully considered in light of the specification and the 
drawings of the invention. The claimed invention is directed into a method and an 
apparatus for managing processor execution time in a motor controller. Claims 1-8 are 
method claims, and claim 17 is an apparatus claim in terms of means plus function. 
Claim 17 is interpreted in view of the specification under 35 U.S.C. 112, sixth 
paragraph. The claimed invention recites a method of receiving motor speed data, 
comparing the received motor speed data to predetermined motor speed ranges, 
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determining a motor speed range based on the comparison, and increasing or 
decreasing a processor execution time by increasing or decreasing an inverter 
switching frequency of a motor controller processor based on the determined motor 
speed range. The references of the record, in particular of Nada et al (6,654,648), fail 
to teach or suggest the combination of the method step of increasing or decreasing a 
processor execution time by increasing or decreasing an inverter switching frequency of 
a motor controller processor based on the determined motor speed range. This method 
step is interpreted in light of the processor 120 having a high frequency injection 
algorithm 135 and a processor control algorithm 140 in order to provide the increasing 
or decreasing processor execution time by increasing or decreasing an inverter 
switching frequency of a motor controller processor based on the determined motor 
speed range according to the specification of the invention. The recited method step is 
based on the support of the motor controller processor and its function as recited in the 
specification of the invention..
